THANKSGIVING 1974: A TIME TO ASK FOR GOD'S 
GUIDANCE AND TIME TO EXERT THE AMERICAN SPIRIT 


Thanksgiving is a holiday 
peculiar to America. It does 
not honor a battle victory or a 


political revolution or the birth 
or death of a national hero 
Thanksgiving is a national fam- 
ily celebration to thank God for 
his blessings of the past vear 
as well as for the blessiligs he 
has bestowed upon our land th- 
roughout all of the years 

There probably are some 
sceptics who may question wh- 
ether Americans have anything 
to be thankful for this year 
They may point to the troubled 
state of the economy with soar- 
ing inflation forcing a change 
in our purchasing and saving 
habits; or they may cite the cl- 
inibing rate of unemployment 
as recessionary pressures mo- 
unt. They may attempt to cast 
a pall of gloom over the fu- 
ture Of our country because of 
the shortages we face in oil 
and other basic natural resour- 
ces which are vital to our in- 
dustrial might 

Some sceptics also may use 
this Thanksgiving period to de- 
pict the United States as a 
Nation beset with strife and dis-

SENATOR SPARKMAN 
ANSWERS QUESTIONS 


DEAR SENATOR SPARK- 
MAN: I just had to fireéca 
babysitter which we have em- 
ployed for the last two- yars: 


We did this when the mini- 
mim wage was raised and we 
could no longer afford her ser- 
vices. Now she has to draw 
welfare since she cannot get 
a job. My real point in con- 
tacting you Senator is to find 
out why some babysitters are 
covered by minimum wage and 
some are not. W.G., Tusca- 
loosa. 

SPARKMAN: The new min- 
imum wage amendments that 
included domestic workers ex- 
cluded casual babysitting on a 
part-time basis. A person wo- 
uld be covered only if their 
primary job was babysitting or 
domestic work. The law also 
excludes babysitters who take 
care of children in the baby- 
sitter’s own home. Under the 
circumstances, it could be that 
you would want to rehire your 
babysitter on a part-time’basis. 


DEAR SENATOR SPARK- 
MAN: As a practicing physi- 
cian I would like to bring to 
your attention a serious pro- 
blem facing the medical pro- 
fession; that is the problem of 
obtaining malpractice insur- 
ance which is a necessity in 
this age when the courts are 
awarding increasingly high 
monetary awards. Many com- 
panies no longer write such in- 
surance policies and those that 
do so.charge premiums that 
are so costly that many doc- 
tors just cannot afford it. I 
certainly would appreciate your 
help in the matter. L.H., 
Anniston 

SPARKMAN: As you know 
the Federal Government does 
not have a role in malprac- 
tice insurance In fact, the 
regulation of insurance comp- 
anies is left to the individual 
states, and each state li- 
censes and regulates those 
companies operating within the 
state. 1 understand the Am- 


erican Medical Association is 
working on proposals in this 
area, but you may wish to con- 


‘tact your representatives inthe 


State Legislature so as tomake 
them aware of the problem. 


DEAR SENATOR SPARK- 
MAN: I am concerned over 
the increase in my electric 
power bill. My cost is about 
30% over last year. With the 
price of everything else going 
up is there anything we can do 
to slow down the cost for el- 
ectricity? R.O., Sulligent. 

SPARKMAN: As you know, 
the Federal Power Commission 
recently granted the whole- 
salers of power substantial in- 
creases in their rates to co- 
operatives. I have been in 
touch with the FPC to ques- 
tion the wisdom of these in- 
creases. 


DEAR SENATOR SPARK- 
MAN: The suffering and dea- 
ths on the inhabitants of 
a small peaceful country wei- 
ghs heavily on my conscience 
when I consider that our tax 
dollars were used to fabri- 
cate the murderous weapons 
used against the defense of hu- 
man rights onthe Island of Cy- 
prus. Although we cannot re- 
pair the damage, Ihope that by 
December 10th all occupation 
troops will be off the island 
and that the people will be 
allowed to choose their own 
way of life.

Mention the name ‘‘Leroy 
Cook’’ around Abbeville folks 
and watch their ecstatic reac- 
tion. Man landing on the moon 
didn’t create such a stir in Ab- 
beville as the football exploits 
of the Crimson Tide’s ‘‘Bad 
Leroy.’’ Cook is the favorite 
of everyone in Abbeville, 

Kids playing a game of Sun- 
day evening football in Abbeville 
no longer fuss over being Joe 
Namath or Bob Greise; instead 
they fight over being Leroy Cook 
or Ronnie Joe Barnes. 

Leroy is not only known to 
the people of his hometown, but 
the big 6'4’’, 215 lb., Jr. de- 
fensive end of the No. 1 ranked 
Crimson Tide is well known by 
Bama’s foes from this season. 
Cook had made it a habit to per- 
sonally introduce himself to all 
opposing quarterbacks during 
the season, as well as to oppo- 
sing ends. But mostofthetime, 
Leroy has been quite rude tothe 
opposition. 

Leading the ‘‘goose-egg’’ 
defense of Alabama, Cook has 
made 67 tackles this season, 
with nine for losses of 49 yards. 
Scorewise, only 23 points have 
been scored on the Tide defense 
in the past six games. 

Leroy has been in the right 
place at the right time for this 
season. In the F.S.U. score 
Cook blocked a field goal, for- 
ced a fumble, made eight indi- 
vidual tackles and was the only 
player on the squad Coach 
“‘Bear’’ Bryant singled out for 
good play. 

Also Leroy had a 
little ‘‘Cook-out’’ planned for 
T.C.U. quarterback Lee Cook, 
as the Bama boy sacked the 
Frog Leader three times for a 
loss totaling 16 yards. 

While the ‘‘Bear’’ was wor- 
ried about one defensive end 
spot before the season began, 
he isn’t worried anymore. 
‘*Bad Leroy”’ has filled the po- 
sition and is now an All-Am- 
erican end candidate. 

Cook was named SEC Line- 
man of the Week after his per- 
formance in the Tide’s 35-0 
victory over Mississippi State.

The following week Léroy 
was named the ABC Defensive 
Player of the Game in the na- 
tionally televised Alabama ys. 
L.S.U. game and was named 
SEC Lineman ofthe Week for the 
second consecutive week. 

This ‘‘want to’’ of Cook's 
probably goes back to his high 
school days at Abbeville High. 
In Abbeville, every boy must 
earn his position on the foot- 
ball team, and no one is sim- 
ply handed a seat on the bench. 
Cook really earned his in the 
Yellow Jacket’s 171-72 season, 
when they went undefeated. 

In state play-oifs against a 
Georgiana team averaging a- 
round 30 to 35 points a game, 
the Cook led defense held them 
to 0. Into the game, Leroy 
also carried a temperature of 
103 degrees, a bummed-up el- 
bow and badly bruised leg. 

Leroy is the kind of ‘*South- 
Alabama Country Boy”’ the late 
Jim Croce would have written 
about. His favorite occupa- 
tion during the summers is 
pulpwooding, along with team- 
mate Ronnie Joe Barnes, for 
Lindy Money. 

Reports from other workers 
at the company has it that Le- 
roy not only enjoys tearing 
up offensive lines, but this past 
summer he tore up nearly all 
of Money’s equipment.

Mental Hospital Asks Citizens To 
Remember Patients At Christmas 


There isan interesting his- 
tory behind a massive, 130- 
year-old door which enclosesa 
cell-like anteroom in the offi- 
ces of Information Services and 
Volunteers at Searcy Hospital. 

Béfore it became a mental 
hospital in 1902, Searcy was a 
fort site (Mount Vernon Bar- 
racks and Arsenal) for %l 
years, and it was behind this 
door the famous renegade In- 
dian Chief Geronimo was held 
prisoner for a period while aw- 
aiting transfer to the reserva- 
tion in Lawton, Oklahoma where 
he died. 

Little else is known about 
what was secured for the 85 
years before Geronimo arri- 
ved behind the free-swinging, 
300-pound double thicknesses 
of two and one-half inch cyp- 
ress timbers -- one layer per- 
pendicular and one horizontal-- 
which are welded together with 
hundreds’ of homemade bolts 
and is hung and secured with 
massive hand forged hinges 
and a huge bolt and hasp. 

Its interior shows the mark- 
ings of many poundings with 
heavy objects and the carvings 
of many unknown persons held 
behind it through the almost 
century of its early life. 

That such a door is lo- 
cated in a building of a state 
mental institution is signifi- 
cant, too, because the formid- 
able imagery its medieval, dun- 
geon-like appearance presents 
is so closely related to the 
characteristic attitude of the 
general public for the mental- 
ly ill and their care for far 
too many years 

Today, while many needs 
are still unmet, a light of hope 
symbolized by the glowing can- 
dle is burning brightly both at 
the community and state faci- 
lities level for the thousands 
who require professional help 
for mental illness, emotional 
problems and retardation, The 
public is be. sming more know- 
ledgeable and less upathelic 


about these treatable maladies, 
and government is increasingly 
more responsive to financial 
needs in the field. 

Meanwhile, however, 67 
years of almost total neglect 
and unconcern cannot be era- 
sed by a mere seven years of 
financially limited progress, so 


there remain 1200 persons for 


whom Searcy is responsible 
(750 on an in-patient basis) 
who must spend this Christmas 
in the hospital; a large -per- 
centage of them forgotten ex- 
cept by staff unless some com- 
passionate person in the com- 
munity “adopts” them for the 
Christmas holiday when every- 
one should be remembered. 

Anyone or any interested 
group can be this kind of “joy 
bringer” to someone less for- 
tunate than themselves by par- 
ticipating in Searcy Hospital’s 
Operation Santa Claus by sup-

His farm has _ several 
steep hills that require a sod 
of grass to prevent erosion, th- 
erefore, it was necessary toget 
into the cattle business to uti- 
lize the grassland. Mr. Thomas 
has Coastal Bermuda Hayland to 
keep his cows fat during the 
winter months. We can grow 
more grass on an acre in the 
Southeast than anybody in the 
United States. 

Cooperator Thomas did not 
stop with cattle farming in his 
planning. He included in his 
farm operation raising chick- 
ens. This type farming req- 
uires a large initial investment 
in buildings. You may note the 
long houses inthe background in 
the above picture. In making 
the most of his available res- 
ources, Thomas uses _ his 
chicken house litter to provide 
fertilizer for his pasture. ‘‘It’s 

sometimes hard to tell if the 
chickens support the cattle 
or the cattle support the chick- 
ens,’’ says Thomas.

SUGAR SUBSTITUTES 

Before choosing sugar sub- 
stitutes, compare prices and 
equivalents. There are several 
ways to supplement your sugar 
bowl, but not all of them are 
money savers. 

Honey and corn syrup are 
usually the first alternatives 
that are thought of. Price com- 
parison in one store» showed 
sugar cost 22 cents a cup, hon- 
ey at 45 cents per cut, andcorn 
syrup at 51 cents a cup. 

There are some bargains, 
however, and liquid from canned 
fruits is one of the best. Su- 
perfine sugar is another money 
saver Used in beverages, it 
melts quickly and provides a 
sweet flavor with less sugar. 


LEFT—OVER TURKEY? 

If youare worried about what 
to do with any turkey and stuf- 
fing left over from Thanks- 
giving, here are a few hints 
on storing for later use. 


Stuffing should be frozen 


separate from thebird, because 


the flavor of the stuffing will be 
absorbed by the meat if fro- 
zen together. 

Cut the turkey into bite size 
pieces or slices. Remove all 
fat that remains. If any gravy 
is left, pour it over the turkey 
to help retain moisture 

When freezing, package in 
amounts which will best suit the 
size of your family. Use moi- 
sture, vapor-proof material. If 
heavy aluminum foil is used, an 
overwrap will be needed. 

Freeze at zero degrees Fa- 
hrenheit. When you are ready 
to use the turkey, take out, un- 
wrap, and put it in the refri- 
gerator to thaw Don't thaw 
at room temperature, because 
spoilage could occur 

When reheating, heat only 
long enough for the meat to get 
hot--longer heating will give the 
turkey a warmed-over flavor
